At the request of théoint Legislative Audit Committee, we
have completed an evaluation of Focus on Eyexvhich
providesenegy-efficiency and renewable resource programs
to utility customers statewide. Investowned electric and
naturalgas utilities, as well as municipal electric utilities and
retail electric cooperativespntributed $96.9 million in 2010
to fund Focus on Engy. Investorowned utilities contract for
the administration of Focus oBnegy with the approval of
the Public Service Commission (PSC).

By statute, utilities recover Focus on Egercontributions
from their customers. 18010, Focus on Ergy contributions
recoveredrom average residential customers of thgdat
investor-owneditilities generally ranged from $0.86 to $1.16
per month for electricity and from $0.56 to $0.69 per month
for natural gas. Howevgpayments made byon-residential
customerof different utilities varied significantlyThe PSC
submitteda statutorily required plan in 2008 to ensure more
equitablecollection of funds, which has not been acted on by
the Legislature.

In 2010, non-residential customers received more than $33.4
million in incentives for engy-eficient products and
services,and residential customersceived $16.2 million.

An additional $9.0 million in incentives supported renewable
energyprojects. W& estimate that incentives were paid to
morethan 78,000 unique customéns2010, and that more
than 385,000 customers benefitted from incentives paid to
retailersto reduce the price of compdittorescent light bulbs
andother enagy-efficient lighting products.
